pictures were drnwn with souls crying 
for mercy in the foreground, surrounded 
by devils nnd difUcu.tieB ; or climbing 
the bills of opposition in some distnut 
laud, and waving the banner of victory 
at the top ; or, to use Commissioner 
Pollard's own metaphor, "grinding nwoy 
behind the scenes with n peo for n sword 
and n snlvntlou 'go' nt the end of the 
dny by wny of recreation." 

Cnpt. Pearcey, like Capt, Pollnrd, then, 
graduated for service in the Colonies 
among the roughs and toughs of South 
London, in the dear old Training Homo, 
on the British Field, and we ought to 
add sis weeks' agony on board ship. 

She underwent n cruel and exceptional 
experience on the wnter. Neptune was 
in his most violent temper, aud tbe Bhip 
which carried Capt. Tenrcey aud another 
oulcer neross the Bay of Biscay en- 
countered nn Atlantic cyclone ; such a 
blnst of the elements hnd not heeii known 
for thirty years. The oousts of Frnnce 
and England were bestrewed with 
wrecks, nnd hundreds of Lives perished.

For twenty-four hours, when 
the fury of the elements were nt their 
height, the ship wns like nn India-robber 
ball, tossed hither nnd thitber.

A double-breasted sea struck the ship 
amidships, pulled over her bulwarks 
nnd swept the decks almost bare, giving 
ber such a lurch that tor nearly n minute 
tbe vessel seemed to settle in the bosom 
of the deep. ., 

To those unaccustomed to the sen, the 
hurricane could bnve but one termina- 
tion, and many of the pnsseugers pre- 
pared themselves, in tbeir own way, for 
death. Cnpt. Penreey was so terribly

Flitting pictures of mother, borne nnd 
friends would hie for n moment in her 
iinnginatiou, nnd then would follow th* 
sharp thud nnd swish-swash of the bil- 
lows dashing against the ship's side. 
Another moment she would see the pale, 
anxious fnee of ber lover light up the 
dnrkuess of tbe cnbin and depart, as if 
to mock her for the hopes she had cher- 
ished in her woman's heart, tier physic- 
al weakness, together with nn netive im- 
agination, kept her, bb It were, on the 
rack of torture ; but not once did her 
heart's trust in God fait her. 

"I nm Thine, Lord," she would say, ns 
if to answer the howling thunder of the 
Atlantic.

Take now, if yon will, the experience 
of n lnnd route, which is n common one 
to the Newfoundland D. O's, nnd about 
which the Brigadier says : 

"Once when visiting the Bonavistn 
District, I hnd to walk 2f> miles across 
barrens nud bush to get to the corps nt 

which I was announced. Cnpt. T 

wns my guide. For 12 miles we walked 
over a new road, each step wc took we 
went over our ankles in mud. During 
11 miles of the journey it wns snowing 
very hard, nnd we tramped through soft 
snow, which kept getting deeper very 
fast. I was not in trim to walk 25 miles 
without rest or food, so I asked the 
Captain to take the short eut of which 
we hnd previously spoken, nnd so save n 
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mile. By this time I was really played 
out, nud after we had walked nhout onfl 
mile and a half n'ong the supposed short 
cut, the Captain found he hnd gone the 
wrong wny. The snow wns fully three 
feet deep in the busb nnd the trees be- 
ing very thick wo tried to walk on top 
of the snow where there was n creek 
running uuderncnth. Every step I tool 
I went right np to tbe hip, the ice cold 
wnter underneath mnde me so cold Ihnt 
the sinews of my legs begnn to draw up 
nnd I could not for very life walk 
strnight. My strength was goue, nnd 
hungry, tired, and eold, nnd with that 
feeling that I could not retrace my steps. 
I laid down to die. Wo did not know 
in what direction we were. Having laid 
on the snow for nhout twenty minutes 
we heard in the distance the sound of 
someone chopping wood ; we shouted. 
hut got no reply. 

I mustered up courage nnd naked the 
Lord to give me strength to rnnke an- 
other attempt to get where the sound 
was coming from, and after rolling nnd 
tumbling for nhout two miles we got 
to the mouth of tbe buy ; another mile 
nnd n half got us to tbe quarters late in 
the evening, but passing through th •■ 
harbor I was renliy ashamed, for I walk- 
ed like an old mnn of eighty years. I 
could not get the cords of my legs t" 
stretch nt nil. Reaching the quarters I 
got Captain Russell to get some hnilins 
water and mustard ami bathe my feet. 
and then went to bed nnd slept, till the 
nest day. On rising I felt n little hotter, 
nud two days after we walked buck the 
same road, but yon enn he sure we steer- 
ed clcnr of the bush."

Luke v. 1-11. 

At that time there was a certain n- 
luouiit of popularity nttnchml to the 
ministry of Jesns. We rend that " the 
people pressed npon Him," and there 
was every initiiifestiition of interest in 
His teachings. Had this been n reliable 
anil genuine search nfter truth, Golgotha 
would never hnvc been, hut the world is 
not eusily turned from darkness to light, 
from selfishness to single-eyed service, 
nnd before long even this seeming friend- 
liuess was proved to be largely the 
curiosity of n crowd. Some conviction, 
indeed, there was— enough to hold the 
interest nnd compel the attention— lint it 
•was not strong enough to call forth the 
multitude from ils individual life of 
case or egotism lo the uncertainties and 
privations or the footsteps of Jesus of 
NiiKnreth. They heard His words in- 
deed, hut not with that ear of obedience 
which only can profit by the wisdom 
and instruction of Christ. Preaching, 
nfter nil, even of the most powerful kind, 
is not the most effectual polcntate for 
persuading the consciences of moo. Ii 
needed the death on Golgotha to estab- 
lish the deathless faith of the Christian, 
Nor can any great success be achieved 
by the followers of Hie Crucified without 
personal surrender and scorning loss. 

As if to prepare the way of the great 
nnd final declaration of His Divinity in 
Hit* resurrection, Christ was continually 
bringing upon the people glimpses of the 
miraculous powers at His disposal. This 
incident is one of these occasions, though 
its significance may probably have been 
more to stimulate the hearts of His own 
followers than to persuade the faith of 
the outside throng. 

Christ cunie into the midst of His peo- 
ple at the moment of their discourage- 
ment— they were full of forebodings for 
their daily bread, for their one menus of 
sustenance had that time absolutely fail- 
ed. They had toiled ns usual, had cnsl 



their nets in the accustomed ninnner, 
but to nil appearances their efforts bad 
been failures. They were disappointed 
men. Hut when the Muster ivqut a-lish- 
ing with them, what a change ! Hope 
always enters when the Saviour steps in 
life's boat. Unyielding waters beennie 
fruitful when His hand helps us throw 
the net. 

It was from this scene that these 
rough lishers' hearts turned towards the 
Messiah— it was after this manifestation 
of His power in their behalf thnt they 
forsook nil to follow Him. The draught 
of fishes gave promise of rich harvest for 
their nets for the future days, and so in 
a sense their craft looked at the 
lime in Us uiosi lucrative nspect. There- 
fore their submission to Christ's service 
was the more to be prized than lind it 
been given when their trade looked 
worthless and they were tlieuiselvcs des- 
titute men.

Often they would find innocent men 
who could not give n satisfactory ac- 
t-omit or themselves to them, mid mad- 
dened by their looses, and with no re- 
gard for human life, nuiny of these poor 
innocent fellows were huog to tlie near- 
est tree. At one place, where a steam- 
er Und been supplied with wood, golns 
up river, on their return found no wood, 
but snw pieces or rope hnnging rrom n 
tree near a house, or en bin. Traces 
were left showing where two woodmen 
together wilh seven horse thieves, whom 
they hud innocently shelter, d for the 
night, had been hong. 

When the steamer cunie to a place 
(hen culled Little Muddy, now WHIlston. 
they met tlie Great Northern Railway, 
which hud been built lhat fur up the 
river. Freight wns run cheaper by rail 
limn by steamer, so it stopped a grent 
deal of the bont truffle. 

As tlie men or the steamer had taken 
up provisions for the settlers and brought 
back a ship loud of hides nnd furs, iliey 
unloaded at this point to mnke another 
trip up river.

Every 
second house wits u brothel. 

Among (he boys who worked on the 
railroad, some wore rough and under- 
stood western ways quite well, while 
others, unacquainted wilh the west, were 
robbed, ltnlpli saw, on one oeens'oa, a 
man being robbed at midday in Hie cen- 
tre of one of the business streets of the 
town, There were tunny on-lookers en- 
joying I he fun, nnd Die only punishment, 
the robber got for his boldness was thnt 
he was asked (o treat (lie crowd, which 
fixed things nil right. 

Ralph's companions began now to 
drink, and being spot led ns having mon- 
ey, I hey were soon drugged nnd became 
the eiisy prey 'of the robbers.

As 
lie stood there trembling, all sorts of vis- 
ions of men hung to trees, pnnecd 
through his mind. He now found him- 
self out of danger, so stnrtcd for home. 
Being over two dnys now without any- 
thing to ent, tired and hungry, he begnn 
to think it wouldn't hnve mnttercd much 
if they hnd thought him guilty. 

As he went on he came to n creek 
next morning. It wns n small one, but It 
hnd overflowed its bnnks and became n 
small river. As wet as he could bo, he 
stnrtcd in to cross it with his clothes on. 
He soon found, however, it wns too deep 
to wnde, so he started to swim. As he 
did so his coat unbuttoned nnd cnught his 
nrius so be hnd no use of them nnd snnk 
to bottom. He crnwled np the other 
bank of this strcnni on his hands and 
knees. 

• • • • 

"Come in, come in." If those words 
were not spoken lo bid Rnlph welcome, 
he knew at nny rate, ns he entered the 
tent of nu Indian Chief, that he was wel- 
come, und that in the highest degree. 

He had now walked, after rcnehing 
the other bunk of the stream, about live 
miles, when, all nt once, rounding n 
curve of the stream, be saw Indian 1ontn, 
which brought him relief. The first one 
he cnnie to wns the Chief's just mention- 
ed. This Chief hnd n large family. At 
the first they seemed to sympathize with 
Rnlph on account of bis being so wet. 
As there were very few white iicoplc 
passing that wny curiosity inuy possibly 
have been n help to the welcome they 
appeared to give him. 

Then younger members of I be fnnilly 
begnn taking off his coat and vest and 
hung them nround the stove, that bad 
been given them by the government, to 
dry. As they were drying, the other 
members of the family supplied his 
wants in the food line by giving him 
bread made of Hour nud water only, ami 
government coffee to drink. However, 
these tilings tasted delicious to the poor 
wondercr. 

With the clothes, these friends, for so 
they poved to be, dried Ralph's baud 
kerchief. Iu taking things out of the 
pockets, they found his old pocket-book, 
continuing .?40 in bills. Among them 
two lens, two fives, nnd some ones. 
These pnsscd through every band in the 
tent, and they scorned to take much 
pride iu knowing their value, holding up 
their lingers to indicate the value of 
ouch bill. For n ten both hands wou'd 
go up, or one twice, to make the ten 
lingers. A ?5 bill would bring forth the 
one hnnd, and so on nil through the 
counting. 

Ralph never expected to get his money 
buck ; hut, to his surprise, the pocket- 
book, which, with the Wet, hnd fallen 
to pieces, they tried to put together us 
before, nud the money they put liark 
where they found it. 

This tribe of Indians whom he bud now 
come among were Crees, nnd very hostile 
to the Soo tribe. The Chief, of whose 
hospitality Ralph hnd partaken, wanted 
him to slay and go out wilh him to fight 
the Soos, offering him gun nnd pony, nnd 
ns a special inducement, one of his girls 
in mnrringc. This Ralph did not accept, 
for having his mind fully set on getting 
home, nfler the hardships of the West 
nothing could keep him buck. 

lie now passed on finding lndinns all 
along the way, nud though the food given 
him wns plain, ho did not suffer hunger. 
However, his boots wore out and he 
nought n pair of Indian mocensins. These 
so used up his feet thnt when he got to 
Bismarck it took several days lo get 
over it. 

Poor Rnlph nt Inst reached home, 
whore he stayed through the winter. 
The ne.M spring ho stnrtcd off for tlie 
west again. Tie wns twenty-one niW, 
nnd much older in ndventnre.

XENOPHON AND SOCRATES. 

About tbe year 400, B. 0., Darius, 
King of Persia, died, and his sou, Arlnx- 
crxes ascended the throne. His brother, 
Cyrus, however, laid elnim to the throne 
..« well, and by the help of a body of 

cek .soldiers advanced against Artax- 
. i xes. * The Greek troops were gathered 
by a Spartan who iuduci'd many on the 
promise or euormous riches, which they 
could gain by plnuder. In this way 
about eleven thousand Greeks, from dif- 
ferent tribes and cities, Were "nlisted 
Although victorious in the beginning, the 
early death of Cyrus left the Greeks 
leaderless and alone in the midst of the 
enemy's country, without provisions, 
niuuey or guides, and without leader. 
Artuxorxes pursued them and attempted 
by treachery to trip nnd exterminate 
them. The Greek chief olllceis were 
invited into the Persian camp and then 
made prisoners while n message was 
sent to the troops to deliver up their 
arms. Discouragement seized upon th: 1 
lenderless Greeks, but Xcnophou, u pu- 
pil of Socrates, resolved that night to 
stive Ills count ryinuii. . lie knew they 
were Btronger and braver than the Per- 
Mians, if they only kept together. He 
succeeded In uniting the soldiers and 
raised their spirits. So they went on to 
trace their return back to the sen. 
They succeeded, although often attacked 
liy Artaxerxes, who followed them for a 
long wny, to keep the Persians at a 
'liarnnpp, or dc£ont tham when attiioliod. 
The Greeks tnnrehed along the banks or 



the Tigris, up the mountains and through 
Armenia, until one morning they caught 
a glimpse of water, and the shout, xhe 
sea, the sea !" went rolling back from thi! 
front columns of the march to the n-or 
guard. Still they had to skirt the shores 
of the Black Sea to Cud boats to carry 
them home. 

So for the troops had kept excellent 
discipline, hut ns every effort to obtain 
bouts wherein to return to Greece failed, 
the morals of the troops fell, plundering 
became frequent and Xcnophou retained 
command only out of sheer pity. 

At that time the young Spartan King, 
Agesilnus, took up the matter and per- 
suaded his fcllowcilizens that Sparta, as 
the leading Greek Stnte, should assist 
the Asiatic Greek colonics to bo deli verm! 
from the Persian yoke, and it wns de- 
cided to toke the remaining 0,000 troops 
now in Asia, into their pay. The Spartan 
General, Pergnnms, wus scut to Xeno- 
plion, mid the latter returned lo Athens, 
where he wrote a history of this ex- 
pedition, and a Life of the Great Cyrus 
I. of Persia.. 

Before Xenophon rcliirncd to .Athens, 
the greatest philosopher of Greece, So- 
crates, wns dragged helore the bar, ac- 
cused of speaking against the Greek 
gods anil misleading the youths of Ath- 
ens by his teaching, and wus condemned 
to death. 

Socrates was one of Ihoso men who 
sought alter God in the darkness, a* 
Paul puts it, ,- if haply they might feel 
lifter Him." He correctly considered nil 
the talcs of the numerous Greek gods 
ns fables, and believed in one High Go:l 
Who overruled everyihiug. Who pliint 
cd within a still tuialj voi f *c — hia con- 
science—Who punished the bad and ro-: ; 



warded the goad, and Whom he tried to 
serve to his best knowledge J" this 
manner his teaching wus just and noble, 
but it aroused rcseutniont among the 
masses, for it -was too high above them, 
therefore he was accused. 

Socrates defended his own caiiEc, bui 
wan condemned to drink the poison 
(hemlock) eup. His friends tried to nid 
him to escape, but he refused to do so. 
Upon the remark of another that it seem- 
ed hard for their teacher to die innocent- 
ly, he replied, "What, would you deem 
it better for me to die guilty ?" So, at 
the age of 70 he died bravely and with a 
clearer inner vision of the true God 
than any other Greek philosopher. Plato, 
his pupil, carried on much of his muster's 
teaching, making the corner-stone of his 
creed, virtue to be sought above nl! 
things, and for the sake of which no 
pain or loss should be avoided. His fol- 
lowers were called Stoics. They believed 
in the immortality of the soul. 

The Eptcurians— the followers of Ep- 
icurus—believed, on U>e other hand, in 
having all tbe comfort and happiness 
possible in this life, and that man should 
do what pleases him. Their creed is ex- 
pressed in the passage, "Eat, drink and. 
be merry, for to-morrow thou shalt die." 
So the Stoics and the Epicurisms re- 
presented the two opposing teachings of 
Self -Denial and Self-indulgence, or 
Right UDd Wrong, of Light and Dark- 
ness, of Heaven and Hell.

We have to report the prospective 
opening of a large new Home for our 
Children's Itescue Work in I he Quccu 
City. Our children's work is a most 
interesting aud important department of 
our Social operations. Huudrcds of 
waifs and helpless Jit lie folk nre cared 
for nuuuully in our Homes ; children oi 
the inebriate, of the convict, of the un- 
fortunate, and of the deserted wife and 
mother. Last year alone WJ were shel- 
tered, clothed, led and taught by onr 
oiheers wkliiu the sheltering preeinela of 
our Home nurseries. 

A lurgo portion of this uainbcr were 
inmates of our Toronto Children's 
Home. This Home on George St. bus 
bceu a very haven for hundreds of out 
homeless ones. lis nceoininodniion has 
always been inadequate lo meet the de- 
munds liuidc upon it. 

The Field Commissioner, in whose 
heart the little ones have 11 wurm place, 
bus sanctioned u scheme by which a 
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much nioro suitable Home will be pro- 
vided, with uecominodutiuu for a I urge 
number of children. 

The old 'Wilier - * corps will rent a hall 
for their meetings, uud the barracks is to 
be remodelled and filled up for a Home. 
This spot round which so many louder 
reminiscences cluster, which bus so often 
echoed with the song of praise and shout 
of triumph, will, in a few weeks, rim; 
with the merry voices of children. The 
opening will tifke pluce early in Novem- 
ber—full pnrticnlnrs later— in the mean- 
time we shu 11 be glad lo hear from the 
friends of (he little ones. This work will 
entail some expense of alterations and
